Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7, 9, and 12-15 are allowed. 

4. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
w are directed at a system for producing raster-type scanning pattern for scanning 2-D bar 

codes. The system is comprised of a housing, a light source disposed in the housing a 
first light beam scanning mechanism for producing the light beam in x-axis scanning 
direction; and a second beam scanning mechanism for producing the light beam in y-axis 
scanning direction. In generating second beam in y-axis direction, an electronically- 

15 controlled potentiometer is used for producing y-axis drive voltage signal periodically 
incrementing and decrementing in small quantized voltage level steps. The cited 
references, taken alone or in combinations, fail to suggest or teach use of potentiometer 
for producing control signal for generating beam in y-axis.
